Hazardous Products 
in the Workplace 


The federal department of 
Consumer and Corporate Af- 
fairs (CCAC) is now working 
with provincial governments to 
provide a consistent system of 
informing employers and work- ; 
ers about hazardous substances 
in the workplace. Information 
about hazardous substances dif- 
fers from province to province 
and is often difficult or impossi- 
ble to obtain. 

After consulting with the 
provinces, CCAC recommend- 
ed regulations requiring uni- 
form warning labels and data 
sheets on hazardous substances 
be used in industry. These regu- 


consumer expectations and in- 
dustry requirements. 

This particular meeting was 
called to decide on whether 
apple juice made from imported 
concentrate should be labelled 
with its true country of origin, 
but participants recognized that 
any decisions made about apple 
juice would ripple though the 
entire food industry. There was 
no agreement on when the 
word ‘‘Canada” should appear 
on a label. 

Canadian processors would 
like to use Canadian apple con- 
centrate but they’re not assured 
of a consistent supply and 
flavour. As a result, large 
quantities of apple concentrate 
are imported and reconstituted 
in Canada. 

Labelling the percentage of

used would cut profits and be 
difficult to regulate, the proces- 
sors stated. Canada imports 
concentrate from about 40 
countries, and one firm may 
import from six different coun- 
tries at a time, changing or
